After 44 years of living 
in Canada, British-born Pat 
Burns still takes regular 
trips back to England and 
says recent terror attacks 
will not stop her from going 
back again in September. 

“l'm concerned, but it 
won't stop me from going. 
My family are there, and ’'m 
not going to let other people 
dictate how I live my life,” 
she said. 

On the Government of 
Canada website, there is an 
advisory last updated June 
19 which offers Canadians 
planning to travel to the 
U.K. the following words of 
warning: 

“There is no nationwide 
advisory in effect for the 
United Kingdom. However, 
you should exercise a high 
degree of caution due to the 
threat of terrorism.” Despite 
that, London remains among 
the top choices for Canadians 
looking to travel abroad. 


Burns, a_ longtime 
Brampton resident now 
living in Toronto, - still 
proudly sports a Liverpool 
accent after all these years 
in Canada. 

She credits her defiant 
attitude on the post-war 
upbringing she had in 
England, when tough times 
meant soldiering on and 
making do. 

“That’s the old British 
way you see, isn’t it. You 
can keep beating us up but 
were gonna go back for 
more. As a postwar child, 
where we went through a 
lot of rationing, shortages 
and seeing your parents 
struggling because there 
was no, ‘this or that’. 

I don’t know if it makes 
you stronger or what.” 

She was in Manchester 
“just down the road” from 
the horrific terror attack on 
concertgoers leaving an 
Ariana Grande concert May 22. 


The ISIS-inspired attack 
by a suicide bomber killed 
22 people and injured 50 
others. 

“It was shocking news 
to wake up to. It was all so 
surreal. “ 

In the last five years, Pat 
and her husband Ed have 
travelled to some of the 
worlds ‘hotspots’ including 
Israel, Egypt and Turkey. 

She says the recent 
attacks and violence in those 
countries would deter her 
from travelling there again 
anytime soon. 

“All those places I’m glad 


I went then. I wouldn't 


go back to those places, “ 
she said. “Would I return, 
absolutely not. I was there 
before the last lot of trouble 
broke out in Israel. 

When _ it 


birthplace, 


comes’ to 
she’s familiar 
with her homeland and 
therefore feels safer despite 


the recent attacks in London 
and Manchester. She’d 
left London just before the 
second bridge truck attack 
June 3. 

Despite the attacks that 
took place while she was in 
England or just after her 
departure, Pat says she is 
going back in September. 

Asked if she thinks these 
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kind of attacks will spill over 
into Canada one day, Pat 
says, “ I hope not.” 

Pat says that when she 
immigrated 44 years ago 
she was “subjected to such 
a stringent examination and 
check ups and references. 
I’m just wondering if they’re 
doing their job properly,” 
she said. 


New medical officer of health onboard at Region of Peel 


The Region of Peel has 
hired a new medical officer 
to manage the operations 
of Ontario’s second-largest 
public health unit. 

Peel Regional Council an- 
nounced recently that Dr. 
Jessica Hopkins has been 
brought onboard as the Re- 
gion’s new Medical Officer 
of Health. 

Hopkins previously 
served as an Associate Med- 
ical Officer for both the City 
of Hamilton and Niagara,. 

She will now oversee the 
Region’s unit, which ad- 
ministers health protection 
and promotion, and disease 
prevention services and 
programs to more than 1.4 
million people in the area. 

In a news release, Re- 
gional Chair Frank Dale 


said that Hopkins will help 
to shape the future of public 
health in the region. 

Hopkins previously led 
the City of Hamilton’s opi- 
oid response planning, and 
dealt with several contro- 
versial public health issues, 
including a proposed gas 
plasma waste incinerator on 
Hamilton harbour. 

“Hopkins is a strong lead- 
er who can effectively deal 
with broad, contentious is- 
sues while providing effec- 
tive leadership on programs 
and services that support 
the health needs of the com- 
munities she serves,” said 
Dale. 

Hopkins graduated from 
Western University with 
a Doctor of Medicine and 
completed residencies in 





anaesthesia, family medi- 
cine and community med- 
icine at McMaster Univer- 
sity. 

She also completed her 
Master of Health Science in 
Community Medicine and 
Epidemiology at McMaster. 

Hopkins will be respon- 
sible for approximately 800 
staff that will focus on deliv- 
ering services and programs 
that focus on health protec- 
tion, promotion and disease 
prevention. 

These include commu- 
nicable disease control 
including immunization, 
restaurant inspections, 
healthy child development, 
chronic disease prevention 
and public health clinic op- 
erations.

$5,000. 

He is also charged with 
one count of theft over 
$5,000, two counts of break 
and enter.

of $12,000 taken from six 
separate mosques between 
the days of June 4 and June 
17, 2017. 

Investigators say the 
suspect walked into the 
religious buildings and 
either stole the locked 
donation box containing 
cash or broke into the box 
and removed the money 
inside.

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Mother's racist rant goes 
viral on social media

The video of a wom- 
an demanding to see an 
“English-speaking white 
doctor” at a Mississauga 
walk-in clinic is attracting 
thousands of YouTube 
views and drawing world- 
wide media attention. 

The video shows a 
woman berating staff at the 
clinic, demanding her sick 
son be treated by a, “white 
doctor who doesn’t have 
brown teeth.” 

The woman’s son com- 
plained of suffering from 


chest pain. 

The woman, who identi- 
fies herself as his mother, 
took the boy to the Rapid 
Access to Medical Special- 
ists Clinic in Mississauga. 

In the video she can 
be heard tearing into the 
receptionist saying, “you're 
saying in this whole entire 
building, there isn’t one 
white doctor?” 

Other people in the wait- 
ing room became upset and 
told her to go elsewhere but 
she refused. 

Later she can be heard 
saying, “ Oh my god, what 


type of horrible country do 
I live in? Being white in 
this country, I should just 
shoot myself.” 

Another patient, Hitesh 
Bhardwaj shot the video us- 
ing his smart phone camera 
and posted it online where 
it attracted over 60,000 
views by late afternoon the 
following day. 

The story has been 
picked by media around the 
world including Britain’s 
Mail online, which de- 
scribed the woman’s verbal 
onslaught as ‘vile.’ 


Turner Fenton teacher in hot water 
after sexual allegations

Some parents want heads 
to roll at the Peel District 
School Board. 

They say a_ teacher 
charged with inappropriate 
sexual behaviour with a stu- 
dent should’ve been kicked 
out of the classroom years 
ago. 

53-year-old Richard 
Knill, a teacher and sports 
coach at Turner Fenton Sec- 
ondary School is suspected 
of having a consensual rela- 
tionship with a 17-year-old 
student. 

Knill has faced a total of 
eight allegations over his 
teaching career including 
being accused of sexually 
touching female students 
dating back to 1992. Each 
time, he was found not 
guilty, and was moved to a 
different school. 

Taranjot Kaur of Bramp- 
ton says the board should’ve 
kept a closer eye on this 
teacher after the initial alle- 
gations of inappropriate be- 
haviour with female students. 


“Someone needs to be 
held responsible for this,” 
said Kaur, a 41-year-old 
mother of a 17-year-old at 
Turner Fenton Secondary 
School. 

She says Peel District 
School Board must take 
these types of allegations 
more seriously. Simply 
moving a teacher who has 
been accused of inappro- 
priate sexual behaviour 
with students from school 
to school “is not a good 
enough solution,” she says. 

“IT wonder if my kids are 
really safe when they are in 
school for however many 
hours a day they are here. 
We must take this more se- 
riously.” 

Kaur says if a teacher is 
found not guilty in such cas- 
es, he should be monitored 
very closely afterwards. 

Carla Pereira, commu- 
nications manager at Peel 
District School Board, says 
there is a process in place to 
handle such matters. 

“When allegations are 
brought against a teacher, a 


board investigation follows 
the trial, whether a teacher 
is found guilty or not guilty.” 

“We obtain trial tran- 
scripts and consult with 
police and Children’s Aid 
Society to make a decision 
based on the information 
given and potential risks to 
the safety of students,” she 
said. “We do the best we 
can with the information we 
have at the time.” 

Shirley Thantony, of 
Brampton, disagrees and 
says the board’s best is not 
good enough in terms of 
protecting children. 

She wants to know how 
and why Knill was allowed 
to teach at Turner Fenton. 

“Tm really questioning if 
my children are really safe 
at this school. This is so 
shocking and disgusting.” 

“A teacher who has al- 
ready been accused twice 
was let back into a class- 
room. This is just not ac- 
ceptable. The safety of the 
children needs to be the pri- 
ority,” she said. 
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Councillor: Brampton ‘slush fund’ probe needed to restore da confidence

“The people I talked to, 
particularly in my area, 
see something behind the 
‘slush fund’ and they start 
asking questions about 
what it is,” Palleschi said. 

Atthe Wednesday, June 
21 meeting, Brampton 
City Council voted to call 
in police to investigate 
the controversial bonus 
program that made $1.25 
million in payouts to 
non-union employees 
dating back to 2009. 

The system of bonus 
payouts known as the 
Outside Policy Requests 
(OPR) program was set 
up by senior staff which 
cut cheques for tens of 
thousands of dollars a 
year to other non-union 
employees while keeping 
elected officials out of 
the loop. 


Palleschi says he 
thinks a police probe will 
ultimately turn up no 
evidence of wrongdoing, 
adding that similar funds 
exist in the private sector. 

He preferred to have 
an internal audit before 
calling in the cops but 
says the important thing 
is to clear the air with the 
public. 

“One thing the 
investigation does _ is 
restores confidence in the 
public and to members of 
council that may not have 
that confidence now,” he 
said. 

Regional Councillor 
Gael Miles supported the 
police probe, saying, “I 
don’t believe this is going 
to end unless there is a 
police investigation.” 

Miles was __ budget 
chair during the period 
of time when it’s alleged 


secret salary increases 
were handed to senior 
city employees, between 
Jan. 1, 2009, and May 14, 
2014. 
Palleschi 
heard 


says he’s 
from other 
councillors getting an 
earful from _ residents 
concerned about the lack 
of transparency. 

“Listening to councillors, 
they've talked to residents 
and businesses and 
they're asking questions 
and that confidence 
has been lost. That has 
been stated by other 
councillors.” 

The investigation 
is expected to look 
into various aspects 
of the bonus program, 
including who approved 
it and got money.

Barbecuing: Celebrate Canada Day safely 


Barbecuing is one of the 
great pleasures of summer, 
and Caledon Fire and 
Emergency Services wants 
to make sure everyone 
enjoys the season safely. 

“Before you fire up that 
barbecue, check the tank 
and hose for leaks,” said 
Dave Pelayo, Chief Fire 
Prevention Officer. 

“Remember that 
barbecues are for outdoor 
use only. Using a barbecue 
indoors can create carbon 
monoxide — an odourless, 
colourless, poisonous gas 
— and breathing in carbon 
monoxide is extremely 
harmful.” 

Remember to grill safely 
this summer by using the 
following tips: 

¢ Do not leave barbecue 
grills unattended. 

¢ Always make sure the 
gas grill lid is open before 
lighting it. 
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¢ Barbecue grills should 
be placed well away from 
the home, deck railings and 
out from under eaves and 
overhanging branches. 

¢ Keep children and pets 
at least three feet away from 
the grill area. 

¢ If someone is burned, 
run cool water over the 
wound for three to five 
minutes and seek medical 
attention if necessary. 

Safety is important when 


handling and_ deploying 
fireworks. 
During Canada Day 


celebrations, fireworks may 
only be set off on July 1 and 
only on private property. 
Setting off fireworks on 


public property, parks, 
roads or sidewalks is strictly 
prohibited. 


Retailers can only sell 
fireworks during the 10 
days prior to Canada Day, 
starting June 21, 2017. 


Allretailers must purchase 
a permit prior to selling any 
type of fireworks, which can 
be picked up at Caledon Fire 
and Emergency Services, 
located at 6211 Old Church 
Rd, at a cost of $179.00. 

Remember to do _ the 
following safety checks 
when using fireworks: 

¢ Keep sparklers away 
from children. Hot sparklers 
can burn. 

¢ Appoint a responsible 
person to be in charge. 

¢ Carefully read and 
follow the directions on 
fireworks packaging. 

¢ Always keep a hose or 
pail of water close by when 
discharging fireworks. 

*Place discharged 
fireworks in a bucket full 
of water, well away from 
buildings, and combustible 
materials such as garbage, 
trees, or dry grass.

Though there’s no doubt 
the city needs expanded 
rail and transit service, 
Brampton may now be 
reaping the bitter harvest 
of the seeds it sowed two 
years ago when Brampton 
City Council rejected a 
plan to allow the proposed 
Hurontario Light Rapid 
Transit line to run along 
Main Street to the Brampton 
GO station. 

At that time in the fall 
of 2015, the city wanted 
an alternative route and 
worried about low ridership 
projections for the Main 
Street portion of the LRT. 

The $1.4 billion 
project linking the city to 
Mississauga and the GO 
network will now end _ at 
Steeles Ave. at the Brampton 
Gateway Station, thereby 
limiting transit options for 
thousands of Brampton 
residents. 

There may be bad blood 
between Brampton and the 
provincial Metrolinx transit 
agency over the failure of the 
Main Street LRT plan. 

It’s hard to say whether 
that 2015 rejection had any 
impact on the decision to 


exclude Brampton from 
the latest high-speed rail 
proposal. 


High-speed rail systems 
around the world use so- 
called bullet trains that can 
travel up to 300 kilometres 
an hour on special tracks 
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and advanced locomotive 
technology. But building and 
maintaining such systems is 
expensive and can require 
billions of dollars in public 
investments to get off the 
ground. 

In Ontario, the Liberal 
plan to launch high-speed 
rail by 2025 is undergoing 
a $15 million environment 
review ordered by the 
province - the latest in 
dozens of studies promoting 
high-speed rail in Canada in 
the last 30 years. 

Still, the odds are long 
that such expensive rail 
infrastructure will be built in 
this country. 

Brampton’s __ politicians 
are right to be upset that 
Canada’s ninth-biggest 
city doesn’t have better rail 
service. 

But the city should not 
worry about the future of 
high-speed rail because 
given the _ political and 
financial realities it is highly 
unlikely such an expensive 
system would ever see the 
light of day. 

Canada’s rail lines are 
already clogged with freight 
trains carrying everything 
from grain to auto parts, 
lumber and oil so introducing 
high-speed rail would mean 
new dedicated and expensive 
parallel tracks along major 
stretches. 

Meanwhile, high-speed 
rail would have to compete 
with Via Rail’s = own 
multibillion-dollar plan to 
improve its own Windsor- 
Quebec service. 

Cost estimates vary but 
a high speed rail system 
in Ontario could cost $20 
billion plus and likely much 
more. 


The idea has _ long 
been flogged by Liberal 
governments at the 


provincial and federal level, 
and would be unlikely 
to be backed by a Tory 
administration if Ontario 
voters oust the Liberals 


in next year’s election as 
recent polls predict. 

At the same _ time, 
pressure is mounting on 
other more important 
government spending 
priorities. 

In health care, annual 
spending has tripled in the 
last two decades to about 
$54 billion - and could soar 
by another $50 billion over 
the next 10 years at historic 
growth rates and as the 
population ages. 

That means taxpayers 
will not be likely to back 
big tax hikes needed to 
pay for an overly expensive 
high-speed rail system in a 
looming future of expected 
government spending 
restraint. 

Like much infrastructure 
today, public-private 
partnerships may be 
created to develop such 
ambitious systems like 
high-speed rail. 

But that could mean 
high ticket prices, fees and 
government guarantees 
that could make such travel 
prohibitively expensive for 
the average consumer. 

Still, proponents of 
high-speed rail continue to 
promote the idea. 

In Canada, high speed 
rail corridors have been 
studied for the Windsor 
to Quebec City corridor, 


Edmonton to _ Calgary, 
Vancouver-Seattle and 
other routes. 

Meanwhile, big 
companies like train maker 
Bombardier, engineering 
giant SNC-Lavalin and 
Canada’s biggest rail 
operator, CN, have studied 
various high-speed rail 


ideas and train technology 
that never really got off the 
ground. 

So the City of Brampton 
shouldn’t worry about not 
being invited to the high- 
speed rail dance. 

They should look at other 
options and other dance 
partners.

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Cabbies pack council chambers for plate debate June 21, 2017 
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Cabbies declare ‘partial victory’ as City 
issues 38 new taxi plates

For the third week in a 
row, Mississauga cabbies 
packed council chambers 
hoping to pressure the city 
not to issue any new plates. 

This time, they walked 
away with a ‘partial victory.’ 


The beleaguered taxi in- 
dustry is in crisis due to 
competition from the popu- 
lar ridesharing service Uber. 

At the Wednesday, June 
21, meeting, Peel Taxi Alli- 
ance spokesman Sami Khai- 
rallah implored council not 
to add any more competi- 
tion by issuing more plates. 

“Don’t kick us when we’re 
down,” he said. 

Drivers were bitterly op- 
posed to the original pro- 
posal to issue 250 new plates 
saying it would ‘flood the 
market’ and destroy what’s 
left of their business. 


Council responded by is- 
suing a revised motion call- 
ing for the issuance of just 
38. 


Ward 5 Councillor Car- 
olyn Parrish called the re- 
vised motion “a compas- 
sionate move’ for those who 
have been on the waiting list 
for plates since 1995, “pay- 
ing a chunk of money to rent 
a plate.” 

In speaking directly to the 
cabbies in the audience, Par- 
rish said, “you need to have 
some compassion, some 
understanding because you 
all went through this unless 
you bought your plate from 
somebody.” 

“Issuing plates to these 
38 people is a compromise 
and it’s not going to destroy 
you,” she said. 

Councillors voted unan- 
imously in favour of the re- 
vised motion and cabbies 
cleared out of the chambers 
immediately after. 

Calling the vote a ‘partial 
victory, Khairallah said he’s 
glad council nixed the idea 
of issuing 250. “Dealing with 
250 new plates, we would’ve 
been gone, demolished.” 


Despite declaring a par- 
tial victory, he attacked 
council for having a poor 
grasp of the business reali- 
ties facing the industry. 

“They didn’t hear us,” he 
said. “The problem is that 
some of the council, they 
don’t understand how the 
business works. They think 
that they're helping the 
people get these plates to 
compete with Uber. Unfor- 
tunately the drivers, Uber 
they are not the ones who 
generate business.” 

There’s currently an 
18-month pilot project in 
place allowing services like 
Uber to operate in Missis- 
sauga. 

Critics of the project say 
there will be little left of the 
city’s taxi industry by the 
time the pilot project ends. 

Some drivers have float- 
ed the idea of a class action 
lawsuit against the City if 
there’s no compensation of- 
fered to the owners, some of 
whom, have lost hundreds 
of thousands of dollars.

Peel Regional Council 
has voted to phase out a tax 
rebate program that allowed 
malls like Square One to 
offset the cost of dealing 
with bankrupt retailers. 

Since 1998, the Vacant 
Unit Rebate Program 
allowed owners of vacant 
commercial and industrial 
buildings and land in Peel 
to get a 30 per cent property 
tax rebate. 

The property manager 
for Mississauga’s biggest 
mall appeared before 


Regional Council asking the 
municipality to amend, not 
scrap the program. 

Elena Price says there 
used to be a few closures 
a year at the Square One 
Shopping 


Centre, but 





changing trends are pushing 
more brick-and-mortar 
operations into insolvency. 

“Alone in 2017 to date, we 
already have 10 retailers that 
have filed for bankruptcy at 
Square One, five of those 
which have already closed. 
The balance will close in the 
rest of the year.” 

“Our teams are incurring 
a significant amount of 
cost that are incurred when 
these stores close,” she said. 

Price puts the blame 
squarely on Internet 
shopping which has 
exploded in popularity in 
recent years. 

“There’s an exponential 
growth in online shopping 
which has critically 
impacted the sales coming 
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Square One Shopping Centre property 
manager Elena Price 


through our retailers at our 
shopping centres.” 

Square One argued in 
favor of the Vacant Unit 
Rebate Program, which 
helps shopping centres 
offset the cost of having 
retailers close down. “In 
most bankruptcy cases, 
empty units are vacated, 
leaving the landlord with 
any unplanned costs, 
dismantling storefront 
signs, installing window 
graphics” and other 
expenses, Price said. 

A report dated June 8, 
2017 says the program may 
be a “deterrent to vibrant 
communities and _ that 
eliminating the rebate may 
encourage more creative 
ways of filling vacancies.”

The rebate may be a good 
thing for large shopping 
centres, but Mississauga 
Ward 11 Councillor George 
Carlson says it’s left other 
retailers in Business 
Improvement Areas (BIA) 
holding the bag. 

He says retailers in 
Streetsville are asking “why 
are we paying the BIA tax to 
support people who bought 
property that openly admit 
theyre making more money 
holding the land.” 

Councillors considered a 
motion to refer the matter 
but in the end, voted to 
support the staff report and 
phase out the rebate. A staff 
review will be held in one

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Brampton fire officials 
warn residents about fire 
safety standards

The City of Brampton is 
taking steps to ensure that 
local residents are aware 
of fire safety and building 
standards, in the wake of 
last week’s devastating 
high-rise apartment 
building fire in London, 
England. 

Brampton Fire and 
Emergency Services 
released a statement 
Tuesday evening telling 
apartment owners that 
the tragedy in England 
couldn’t be replicated in 
the city. 

“While there is a certain 
level of unpredictability 
in every fire situation, 
Fire Code and building 
standards adhered to 
in Ontario make this an 
unlikely event here,” said 
Brampton Fire Chief 
Michael Clark. 

“Early reports indicate 
the cladding installed on 
the exterior wall caused 
the fire to spread rapidly 
between floors. This 
cladding is prohibited 
under the Ontario Building 
Code, and does not exist in 
Brampton.” 

Apartment buildings 
in Ontario are required 
to be maintained to the 
requirements of the Fire 
Code where applicable. 

Most apartments are 
designed to prevent the 
spread of fire. Fire alarm 
systems, sprinkler systems 
and other fire prevention 
components, including 
safety plans, fire escape 
routes and fire doors are 
required and subject to 
inspection. 

“In our experience, 
apartment fires in 
Brampton have been 
contained to the unit in 
which they started,” said 
Clark. “Construction 
standards and materials 
and sprinkler systems help 
to prevent the fire from 
spreading, and sometimes 
the fires are out even 


before our crews alrive.” 

There are common and 
preventable ways most fires 
start, regardless of whether 
you live in an apartment or 
a house. 

A working smoke alarm 
is a critical link in the 
fire safety chain for you 
and your family. Ensure 
you have working smoke 
alarms by all sleeping 
areas. Test them monthly 
and replace batteries every 
year. 

It is a tenant’s 
responsibility to notify 
the landlord as soon 
as the tenant becomes 
aware that the smoke 
alarm is disconnected, not 
operating, or is impaired. 

If there’s a fire in your 
unit, get everyone out, 
close the doors behind you 
and exit the building. If 
there is a fire alarm system, 
pull the fire alarm and call 
911, alerting others about 
the fire. 

If the fire alarm in your 
building goes off, then you 
need to decide what to do. 
Every fire is different. You 
must act immediately upon 
hearing the fire alarm. If 
you decide to stay, be ready 
to go. If you discover the 
fire, if there is smoke, or 
if you are not sure, get out 
and stay out. 

You must always protect 
yourself from smoke. 

Most fire deaths are a 
result of the smoke, not 
the fire. If you remain 
in your unit, seal cracks 
around your door with 
duct tape and towels. Don’t 
use the elevators, and if 
you encounter smoke in 
stairways, return to your 
unit or a neighbour’s unit. 
“Protect what matters 
most to you - your family,” 
said Clark. “Test your 
smoke alarms and know 
your building’s fire safety 
procedures.” 
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Councillor floats Aboriginal creationism as way to prevent climate change

Tovey made the comment 
on National Aboriginal Day 
as the City of Mississauga

recognized the long history 
and contributions of 
indigenous people in the 
area. 

He recounted the days 
of his childhood when he 
visited the Six Nations 
Reserve, and spent time 
‘listening to the stories of 
the elders.’ 

“ve always thought 
what a much better world 
wed have if everybody 
believed that one of the first 
two beings created, that 
the creator brought into 
existence, were Earth and 
Water,” Tovey said. 

He spoke after an address 
to council by Kris Nokes, 
president of the Peel 
Aboriginal Network. 

Nokes reminded council 
of the historic claim to 
the Mississauga area by 
indigenous people and of 
treaties broken by European 
settlers. 


She called on the city to 
adopt recommendations 
made by the Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission 
Report released in 2015. 


She cited two 
recommendations in 
particular; adoption of 
the UN Declaration on 


the Rights of Indigenous 
People and of bringing in 


public servant education 
programs. 

Nokes wants all 
Mississauga city _ staff, 


volunteers and councillors 
to take part in a training 
program aimed at increasing 
awareness of indigenous 
issues including historical 
treaties and the Indian Act. 

She wants every meeting 
of council to begin with an 
acknowledgement that such 
gathering take place on First 
Nations land. 

There are now 30,000 
people of indigenous 
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background, including 
Métis, living in the Peel area. 

Nokes says the city has 
made advances in terms 
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of dealing with issues 
related to Aboriginal 
people dating back 150

He was the first player 
chosen in the 1977 expan- 
sion draft Theodore Jared 
(Jerry) Garvin pitched a to- 
tal of six seasons in the Ma- 
jors; with the Toronto Blue 
Jays from 1977 to 1982. The 
21 year old was named by 
Topps as their left-handed 
rookie pitcher of the year in 
1977. 

He became well known 
and respected for a great 
pick-off move to first. In 
fact, Garvin established an 
unofficial Major League re- 
cord of 26 pickoffs in the 
1977 season. 

That year with the expan- 
sion Jays--Garvin, who turns 
62 this October, was 10-18 


with an ERA of 4.19 in 244.2 
innings. He struck out 127, 
gave up 247 hits and surren- 
dered 33 homers. His career 
stats: 20 wins, 41 losses. In 
his six major league seasons, 
Jerry appeared in 196 games 
for Toronto, starting 65. He 
also had 8 saves. 

On January 18, 1983, 
Garvin was sold by the Blue 
Jays to the St Louis Car- 
dinals for an undisclosed 
amount, and was assigned 
to their class-AAA team, the 
Louisville Redbirds. He was 
cut during spring training 
and that was it for baseball. 

After his playing days, he 
began a successful career in 
the real estate.

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Water safety tips for a happy summer

Spending time swimming 
in the pool, splashing in the 
lake or playing at the beach 
are what make summer so 
special, but it’s important to 
remember to stay safe. 

Before you start making 
waves this summer, here’s a 
refresher about water safety 
rules. 

According to the 
Canadian Red Cross, an 
average of 152 people 
drowned in Peel annually 
from 2009 to 2014. 

Sara Bartley, 
communications manager 
for the Region of Peel, said 
that most drowning deaths 
occur from May to August 
and certain demographics 
are more prone to drowning 
fatalities, including children 
aged one to four and males 
aged 15 and up, “somewhat 
dependent on the activity,” 
Bartley added. 

Spending time at 


the cottage is a great 
summer pastime, but take 
precautions so you'll have 
more visits in the future. 
The most recent report 
from the Canadian Red 
Cross (2009-2014) states 
42 per cent of deaths 

by drowning in Ontario 
occurred in a lake. 

Peel Region is known to 
have beautiful and soothing 
rivers, streams and creeks, 
but don’t be misled by the 
tranquility. The same report 
states that 20 per cent of 
drowning deaths happened 
in rivers/streams/creeks. 
Drowning deaths involving 
private pools accounted for 
13 per cent of water-related 
fatalities according to the 
aforementioned report. 

Before you head to the 
pool or lake, check the 
weather conditions and 
know your swimming 
ability: don’t underestimate 
the power of currents. Swim 
or play with buddy and keep 


an eye on children, the Red 
Cross suggests. 

“The absence of adult 
supervision is a factor in 
most child fatalities. Always 
actively watch children 
around water, even if they 
can swim, and stay close 
enough to assist your 
children if they get into 
trouble while they are in 
the water,” the Red Cross 
advises. 

To keep your backyard 
pool safe, the Red Cross 
says to “build a fence that 
has a self-closing and 
self-latching gate; keep the 
gate closed with restricted 
access at all times. Refer to 
your municipal bylaws for 
fencing requirements. Have 
readily accessible reaching 
or throwing assists, a 
working phone and first aid 
kit.” 

The Red Cross has 
several tips to help keep you 
and your family safe this 
summer whether you are on

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Meditation 101 - Stress vs. Relaxation

Stress is one of the 
most prevalent modern 
day conditions. Nobody 
is immune to it. From the 
child to the adult to the 
elderly, we are all affected 
by it. 

So what do we do about it 
and what is it about? 

Stress is actually 
an overreaction to 
circumstances in our lives. 

At one time, we used to 
be able to leave our work 
at the office or plant, but 
nowadays, we have our 
laptop and cell phone so 
we can be contacted at all 
times. We never rest. 

Stress is a survival 
instinct, the sympathetic 
system which is flight or 
fight and we tend to be 
in this mode or action at 
all times. We constantly 
contract waiting for the 
next survival threat. This 
is where we run into 
problems. 





Our body needs to 
counteract the stress / 
survival threat mode, 
and relaxation is the 
counterbalance of this. 
Stress contracts and 
relaxation releases or 
loosens. 

Relaxation is part of the 
parasympathetic system — 
the rest and repair. This 
response is where we rest 
and repair any damage to 
our systems caused by too 
much contraction. 

It is like our car at high 
speed all the time which 
would wear a car down 
completely. We need to run 
the car and ourselves in a 
balance of both high and 
low speed and parking/rest. 
Overstimulation isn’t the 
best for us all the time. For 
a time, it is alright but not 
constantly. We have to sit 
back and relax and let the 
tension go. 

Be aware of how your 
body is feeling right now. 
Where do you hold your 


tension the most? Do 

a body scan and check 
yourself out. What hurts 
the most? Simply contract 
that area and then relax it. 

Do it a second time and 
then a third to get that 
area used to being relaxed. 
Now be aware of how that 
feels. Is it warm and more 
relaxed? That means extra 
circulation which is good. E 

Use the following simple 
techniques to increase the 
feeling of relaxation in your 
body. Practice this often 
through the day until it 
becomes natural and you 
feel more relaxed even 
though you will be going 
through stressful times. 

Don’t hold onto your 
stress - just let the feeling 
release from you. 

1. Take some long slow 
breaths in and out of your 
nostrils. Let the feeling 
of the flowing breath 
become stronger. Feel the 
breath coming in and then 
releasing as it flows out of

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you. Repeat several times. 

2. Shake off your hands 
like you are shaking off 
water. Feel the stress 
release with the motion of 
your hands. 

3. Put your hand at the 
top of your arm and stroke 
down and off your arm and 
then your hand. Make it a 
long stroke and feel your 
hand going all the way 
down your arm. Repeat 
with the other arm. 

4. Slowly contract your 
whole body and hold. Now 
with a long sigh, release 
the contraction slowly until 
your body is totally relaxed.
